(57) Abstract: The invention relates to an implant, a 
therapeutic agent, the cse of micelles, which are formed 
from both surfactants as well a$ active ittbsrance 
molecules, and to a micelle. In order to achieve a 
defined delivery behavior through pores of a diffusion 
element, the active substance molecules arc covered 
with surfactants. 
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
